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PREFACE. 


IfT offfriug to the Student a New Edition of the Gradus, in 
which the alterations introduced are so considerable, a few 
words are necessary in explanation of the m^ner in which the 
editor has accoin})lished his task. The work, as it originally 
existed, though one of immense labour to its first compilers, 
can hardly be said to liave l)een adapted to the end which it 
appeared to have in view, or to ha\'o justified its elegant, but 
somewhat quaint, title, hb re versification it migkt po.ssibly 
assist; but it is not easy to conceive how a sthool-boy (and for 
school-boys the work was intended) could form any just notions 
of Latin poetry, or how he could derive any bnt a most impure 
and inelegant style of language, from Imhitually consulting a 
book, in which the good w'as indiscriminately mixed uj) with 
the bad; in which examj>lcs of the greatest elegance from the 
poets of the Augustan age were placed side hy side with, and 
not by any means distinguished from, others taken at random, 
not only from authors who WTote in the times of the later em¬ 
perors, when the purity of the language w'as gi*catly diminished, 
and who even then had but scanty claims to the name of poets, 
but even from sorac writei*s of much more recent date, and of 
authority far more questionable. That this w'as the ease must 
l*e familiar to all who have been accustomed to make use of the 
Gradus in their 6y.stem of instruction; and it must also be 
generally known that in numerous inst>ance6 the u.^e of the 
work has been discontinued in schools, its defects not being 
balanced by its advantages. 
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It seemed, however, to the present editor, that although the 
original construction of the work was faulty, its plan was not 
radically bad, and that the book might be so altered as to be 
made generally useful in schools, and even worthy of occasional 
consultation by more advanced scholars. 

The Gradus had in its later editions been in some respects 
improved; but almost all the improvements seem to have been 
attempted with reference to the correctness of the quantities 
of syllables, which, though certainly an important object in a 
work of this nature, is by no moans the only oi>c requiring 
consideration; the choice of words and expressions being far 
more essential to the purity of poetical composition than the 
mere quantities of vowels, a knowledge of which is to be 
acquired from most grammars and dictionaries. 

It is necessary, therefore, to state briefly what the altcration.s 
arc which ha\'e been made with a view of improving the present 
edition. First, an English translation has been aflixed to each 
word; and although the original intention of the editor was to 
give to each only its most simple and literal meaning, yet, on 
more mature consideration, it seemed to him, that great addi" 
tional value might be given to the book, and tliat the attention 
of the student might lie more frequently and bcnei’^ially 
drawn to it, by making these translations as complete and as 
poetical in their nature as the compass of the work would 
allow. 

Secondly, the verses quoted in exemplification of each word, 
and which in former editions wore taken indiscriminately from 
writers of eveiy description, have in the present been selected 
entirely from poets of the highest order ,• uniting, by so doing, 
the advantage of showing the quantities of doubtful syllables 
with the still more important consideration of giving good 
authority for the use of eveiy word. 

To this point also tends the third great alteration, which 
consists in liaving expunged from the pages of the Gradus, 
whether as principal words, or as synonyms and epithets, a 
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number of words which nre not to be found in the productions 
of any Roman writer whose works are now held by the scholar 
as classical authority, and which words indeed never came into 
use till the decline of the language, and consequently ought 
cai’efiilly to be avoided in poetical composition, the object of 
which seems to bo the combining of elegance of sentiment with 
purity of diction, and by that means approaching as nearly as 
possible to the finished models loft by the classic poets of Rome. 
Ilf doing this, however, it by no means escaped notice that 
former editions, if redundant in one class of words, w'cre defi¬ 
cient in another, and several hundreds of words, almost the 
whole of which are u.sed bv Vircjil and Ovid, and including 
many of the most elegant and poetical in tlie language, have 
now for the first time boon inserted. 

The chief alteration which remains to be noticed relates to 
the synonyms and epithets : the fonaer have been diminished 
in number by striking out objectionable words, and so classified 
as to render the mistakes which were continually occurring 
to students under the old system, unlikely, •without great 
negligence, to occur under the i»resent j while the epithets 
which formerly offered a mass (>f absurdities to the notice of the 
scholar, and the critic, and were mere stumbling blocks in the 
iVi./of the industrious ‘jtudent, have been weeded of all that 
were likely to lead to ciTor, and arranged with reference to theii 
meanings and connexion with their principal words; so that it 
is hoped that for the future they will be an advantage to the 
diligent,.instead of a snore to the incautious. 

The editor considers that ho should not be justified in 
neglecting to state, that throughout the work he has continually 
consulted, and made copious use of, the Lexicon of Facciolatus, 
a book the utility of which cannot be boo highly estimated; 
and he also feels himself called on to ackno-wlcdge with grati¬ 
tude the kind nnd valuable hints which he has received from 
the masters of some of the most distinguished schools in the 
kingdom. 
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Such have been the chief objects aimed at in the preparation 
of this edition ; experience will decide how far they have been 
attained: if that decision, however, be favourable, it is con¬ 
fidently lioped that the nnmei’ous alterations which have been 
anade will be deemed worthy of the name of improvements, and 
that the C radii s ad Pamassum will occupy a rather higher 
station as a work of utility, if not of elegance, than it has 
hitherto done, R. B.
